ATLANTA (BP) — Nearly 400 Sou- 
thern Baptists debated- here the is-

The occasion was a seminar spon- 
sored by the Southern Baptist Chris- 
tian Life Commission on the theme, 
‘Toward Authentic Morality for Mod- 
ern Man.”

Claim Most Pastors 


DALLAS (BP) — Although heart 
disease and cancer continued as t 


nam War, for the first time, was list- 
ed as a cause of death in 1969, ac- 
cording to statistics released by the 
Southern Baptist Annuity Board here. 

The list itemizes causes of 130 
deaths of persons who participated in 
the protection program the Annuity 
Poard administers. 

Heart disease kept its first place 
ranking for the tenth straight year by 
ciaiming the lives of 66 per cent of 
= participants, up one per cent over 


Cancer dropped one per cent to 17 
per cent but still remained in second 
place as the cause of death. 

The first member of die in Viet 
nam was a Kansas minister, Sgt 
Biaine L. Honeycutt, who went there 
with his National Guard unit in Feb- 
ruary, 1969. He was killed 33 days 
later while on patrol duty. 

Suicide was noticeably absent from 
the 1969 report. Suicide claimed five 
per cent in 1968. ‘ 

Other causes of death included four 
-e- at = 
uu te per cent from strokes and ‘two 
fer cent from pneumonia. Other dea- 
ths resulted from cerebral thrombo- 
cis, brain tumor, nephritis, leukem-+ 
ia; uremia, emphysema and Parkin- 
son’s disease. 

Heart complications were the cause 
of disability for 31 per cent of the 
disability applicants, reflecting a 12 
per cent decline ever 1968. But- men- 
tal disorder soared to 23 per cent, 4 
17 per cent jump over 1968.

MEMPHIS (RNS) — At least a » dos- 
en men will be nominated for the 
presidency of the Southern Baptist 
Convention at Denver in June, the 
retiring president of the SBC predict- 
ed here. 

Dr. W. A. Criswell of Dallas said 
he -expected the Rev. Gerald Martin, 
pastor of the Poplar Avenue Baptist 
church, Memphis, and former presi- 
dent of the SBC’s Pastore Conference, 
to be one of those named. He said the 
man elected would most likely be 
somebody who has been a pastor for 
some. time, but he couldn’t pre- 
dict a winner. 

Df. Criswell is in his second term, 
the maximum permitted under SBC 
by-laws. He had decided to serve 
only one term, but agreed to a sec- 
ond because, he said, of liberal at- 
tacks'on his book, Why I Preach That 
The Bible Is Literally True, he said.

The 377 conference participarts 
gave Valentine a standing ovation 
after making the statement, and had 
earlier stood to applaud a resolution 
read by G. Barl Guinn, president of 
Louisiana Baptist College, Pineville, 
La., expressing appreciation to the 
commission for arranging the semi- 
rar. The resolution noted that the sem- 
inar was funded by the registration 
fees paid by participants. . 

Though there were rumors before 
the meeting that large picket lines 
would protest the seminar, only four 
pastors from the Atlanta area show- 
ed up, and they stayed only briefly. 
One’ carried a sign saying, ‘“‘We Pro- 
test the Christian Life Commission 
Seminar.” 

Meanwhile, Pinson opened his de- 
tate with Playboy’s Anson Mount by 
saying: “Anything as contrary to the 


Mater out what he’ 
considered to be weaknesses in it. 


“The determining consideration in 
each situation is ‘loving concern: rath- 
er than adherance to law’,"’ said Flet- 
cher.

The pastor of First Baptist Church, 
Dallas, and his daughter, Anne Cris- 
well Jackson, spent ene,month travel- 
ing in seven countries in East and 
South Africa. 

Crigwell preached and Mrs. Jack- 
son sang in revival meetings prior to 
the opening of continental crusades in 
Africa scheduled later this year. 

The tour, arranged by the Southern 
Baptist Foreign Missien Board, cov- 
ered Ethiopia, Uganda, Kenya, Tan- 
zania, Zambia, Malawi, and Rhodesia. 
The party traveled with missionar- 
ies into the government centers, as 
well as into the bush country. 

In a news conference on his return 
to Dallas, Criswell was asked about 
the Nigerian situation. He- pointed 
out he did not visit Nigeria, but had 
been there three times previously. 

“There is little difference between 
Nigeria and other areas of Africa,” 
he said. ‘The curse of Africa is tri- 
balism. It is in every one of . these 
nations. I don’t think there’s any 
hope for it outside the missionary. 

“They have confidence in the mis- 
sionaries; they love them,” Criswell 
said. ‘‘When the missionaries intro - 
‘duced me, the people would just open

Easter—For The World

Easter, reiterating God’s concern for the world, provides another occa- 


sion for Christians to examine their attitude toward the world of people. 
we lack feelings or opinions; it is that we have ambivalent 
‘or mixed reactions. One set of feelings encourages us to 
be very much at home in the world without attempting any 
serious alterations. Without difficulty we become deeply 
entrenched in the culture, satisfied to the extent that we 
forget the impermanence, the “temporariness”’ of this world. 
Consequently, we become so attached that we react strenu- 
ously to change or to any who seems to be alienated by 
the kind of world they experience. After all, this is ‘‘the 
best of all possible worlds.” 

Yet; we also see the world, from another vantage point, 
as a terribly hostile environment seeking to thwart or undo 
every value or attitude valuable to Christians. It is our enemy. As a result, 
«we frequently see our role as aggressive defenders, seeking to protect against 
or vanquish a foe which threatens all that is sacred to us. 

Jesus’ attitude toward the world reveals less ambivalence and greater 
Sensitivity. For although He rejected-the- structures of evil within the world, 
He had a matchless ‘‘feel”’ for the people, their importance. Whether they 
were depicted as sheep without a shepherd or as ripened fields waiting for 
concerned harvesters to complete the harvest (Matt. 9:36-38), His compelling 
mission was to reveal to them the Loving ,Father who was both caring 
shepherd and Lord of the harvest. To accomplish this, He not only identified 
with the world as a man, but also took the form of servant, ministering to 
People at their point of need. 

To follow the example of Jesus would be to accept the world as the 
context in which to bear our witness to the activity of God. Rather than 
patiently waiting for “the world” to come penitently to the church's build- 
ings to receive a witness, the Christian sees the world of human experience 
as the place to reveal the good news. And it is revealed not by one who 

sis insulated from the pains and frustrations of life, but by a fellow-sufferer 
who has found some relief jor his suffering. 

Taking a serving rather than a conquering attitude ‘in relation to the 
world, we are more inclined to be in the spirit of Jesus. We may see not a 
hostile force but a collection of people who are -battered, broken and 
alienated, need:ng help from someone who cares. Seeking to minister, at the 

j point of their need, we may discover that to be a servant is for more satisfy- 
| ing than being a conqueror. 

Easter reminds us that, for the 

form of a servant and literally 
and the Church do less?

PORTO, PORTUGAL — February 
23 — Evangelism came to a full cir- 
cle in this second largest city in 
Portugal this week after 100 years. 
On the site of the huge Teatro de 
Gaia some 100 years ago ’ James 
Cassells was stoned for preaching the 
Gospel. He was the nephew of Bishop 
Casselis of China, one of the “‘Cam- 

~ bridge Seven” who, with C. T. Studd, 
was converted under the ministry of 
D. L. Moody. 

This year American Evangelist 
Juhn Haggai filled the Teatro.de Gaia 
for one solid week, shattering all pre- 
cedents for evangelistic ministry in 
this important port city. 

Cassells has been honored in his- 
tery as the only. Protestant minister 
in~ Portugal ever to have a monu- 
ment erected in his honor. If Porto 
evangelicals had their way, John Hag- 
gai might well be the second recipient 
of the same honor. 

The Crusade was not without its 
difficulties. In Portugal evening meet- 
ings traditionally start at 9:00 p.m. 
In this case the theatre mt 
held strictly to the letter of the con- 
tract, and the doors were not opened 
until 9:00 p.m., advancing the starting 
time to 9:30. Additionally there was 
the problem that regulations required 
admission to be by ticket only — in 
this instance the ticket had to specify 
a certain seat in a certain row.
